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A ſhort Relation of the Barbarous Cruelties 
inflicted on the People of God, called 
Quakers, «t their Meeting in Horſly- 


down. 


N the 25th of the 7th Moneth 1670. ſeveral of the afore- 
'O ſaid People, being peaceably afſembled-at ther uſual 
Meeting place aforeſaid, (not in Stubbornnefs, nor 
ig way > to Magiſtracy , but in tenderneſs of Conſci- 
ence to - came in ſome Musketteers, and haled them 
forth into the Street, where the Troopers came, and rod in 
amongſt them in a violent manner, beating and borh 
Men and Womes, and punching them in the Faces and Bodies 
with their Carbines ; and ſoon after the Foot-Souldiers came, 
and fell upon them alſo, and beat both Men and Women in 3 
Cruel and Outragious manner , alſo punching them 6n the 
Feet with the But-ends of their Pikes and Mugkets, till <> 
broke ſeveral of them, alſo running the Muzzle of their Musket 
with violence againſt the Bodies of many , and then a Party of 
Horſe came deſperately, and ſought to ride gver them ;, but the 
Horſes being more merciful then their Riders, and not going 
forward, they turned their Horſes, and by curbing andreini 
them backward, ſtrove to do what miſchief they could. The num- 
ber of thoſe that were Wounded, and ſorely Bruiſed, and had 
their Blood ſpilt this day were above twenty Perſons, | 
On the 2d day of the 8th Moeffeth, They being kept out of 
their Mecting-Þlace aforeſaid, there came a Party of Foot, and 
a Party of Horſe,who laid on upon Friends in a violent and cru» 
el manner, knocking them with their Muskets and Pikes, and 


the Horſe-men withheir Cardines, wntil the Blood = k the 
Streets z avd ſo they continued for a long time until rhey broke 
ſeveral Pikes,and Muskets, and one Carbine , and then took thi 
Barrel by one end, and _ their reeth, Qtriking rill ſeveral

' were ſo beaten and bruiſedzthat their lives weze in danger, There 
were wounded, and ſorely bruiſed,this day above thirty Perſon. 
Again, The gth of. the '8th Moneth,, The: Souldiers, 'bech 
Horſe arid Foot, came to the Meeting at the aforeffid Place, and 
Ye them\having a Shovel threw the, Dir& and Mirt oh both 
Men and Women,in a ſhameful manner, and after him came both 
Horſe and 'Foot, and. fel vpori them, Seriking and Knocking 
down, without refpe& to Age or ScR, ina very cruel manner, 
until they ſpilt the Blood of many , and when ſome of the Inha- 
birants in pitty took them into their Hovfes, to ſave their Liyes, 
the, Souldiers torced open the: D6ors, and haled ther into the 
Street, zgain, and plucktoff. their Hats, that they might ſtrike 
on their. bare Heads; 'inſomuch tharmany had their Headsbro- 

ken,in.a grievous manner, and thus -they continued a lon 
time ; alſo tearing Men and Womens 'Clothes off thetr Backs, 
and baling Women-through the Mire by their-Horſe ſides; fome 
of the Fout- Souldiers putting: theit bands under the Wemens 
Coats, : uſing unclean Expreſyons - and - immodeſt' Pehaviour':; 

And a Red-coat- Souldier truck one Woman Friend iwice wit 
bis Musket on. the Belly, and once on the Breſt, another flung 
irt in ber Face;; and lince tbat, / ſhe hath never been well, bur 
ath Miſcarried,: theſe abuſes being the cavſe of ir, it hath beet 
the Death of, her Child, her Life being: in-great Danger: And 
a man Friend they abuſed with Blows, and afterwards took him, 
and-carried him 1nto a backward place, being there, one deman- 
ded his Money,and endeavoured to rifling his Pockets,ſuearing, 
GOD-DAM HIM,hewould S T'A B him, if he would net give jt 
him ; ſwearing again, Hewould P 1ST OL him.

The Sante PU NMiog: before mentioned, was laid 
before the King *huhiis *Comicil] ard'for ſome time thete was 
ſome ceſſation of gheir Cruelty,but ſince they have begun again 
in the like manner,thoughetorin ſamtRegree, with great threac- 
nings te be worſe and wovſe in thetr Gvage behaviour towards 
them; which cannot well be, except they dire&ly murther in the 
laceh - | 
, Alſo it is to be obſerved, that 'when the Troopers and Soul- 
diers have come, art thus abuſed and- wounded the Innocent ; 
ſome have asked them ſaying, How can you deal thus with a 
people that have love and good will to all men, and make no re- 
Gſtance-nor oppolition ; and then they have replyed, We had 
'rather, and 1t would be better for us, if you did reliſt andop- 
'poſe': 'And ſo it is manifeſt, they'do thoſe things to provoke 
oppolirion, thar they might imbrue their hands in our blood,and 
have our Lives and Ettates for a ſpoil and a prey. = 
Now that ſuch barbarous inhumane Cruelties ſhould be com- 
mitted: (in a Nation reputed famous for Chriſtianity, andthe 
excellency- of its Laws) by mercenary men, in time of peace, 
isthat which cannot be parale]d among the Heathen ; and itsa 
\great ſhame. and reproach to the Magiſtracy and Miniftry $f 
'this Nation, that men ſhould be found therein ſo void of- man+ 
hood ; ſo far degenerated trom- the true nature-of mankind, 
ſo ſtony and hard-hearted ; foſeared in Conſcience, that 
they can a& and exerciſe ſuch bruitiſh -Cruelties upon a 
peaceable'people, who have love and good will toall men, and 
-whoſe Principles leads them to follow peace, and enſue it.

Nd now Oh ye Rulers of this Nation, I know the way to 
A pleaſe many of you, would be to ſmooth you up with fine 
words , but the way topleaſe the Lord of Heaven and 
Earth, who is greater then you all, is todeal plainly with you 
and that I may beclecar of you in the Day of God, it is with 
me thus to write. 

Certainly God is Angry with you, and that not without a 
Cauſe given him by you , he hath tried you long, to ſee what you 
would do for him , he hath ſeat his Servants, and otfen warned 

uto abſtain from Violence and Iniquity, but you have had 

ietle regzrd ro it : Look back, and conſider what you have done 
at all your Sittings, ſince you were choſen and bronghe into 
place, and ſee if you ran hind one AR made or revived by you 
for the ſubduing of Prophanneſs and Debauchery : Do not all 
ſorts of ogotly Meetings abound In your Cities and Countries; 
as Stage-Plays, Beare and Bull-Beatings, Cock-Fighes, Foot- 
bal and Cudgel-Plays, Race-Running both Horfe and Foot, 
Huntings, Revelling ? Where isthe Fair or Market bug it rings 
with beaftly-Baller- Singers? And where are any of theſe ſtopped

And how doth Drutken-Meetinps abound with Dice ard Cards, 
filled with Curſing 2nd Hellih- Oaths,and the Noiſe of Fiddlers 
and Vagabonds roaring like Beaſts and Swine ? So that one may

daily new Inventions of Wickedneſs ? And was there ever more 


Pride,and Whotedom, and -Oppreflion, in Sedem and «Egypr then 
i now found zmongft a People Profeſſing Chriſtianity ? What 
is become of the good wholſom Laws ot England, which were 
made for the ſappreſſing of Prophanneſs ? You have neither re- 
vived them by Proclamation ngr Converſation , bur till at your 
S1tting, one of your chiefeſt buſineſſes bath been to impoſe beay 
Burdens upon Peoples Conſciences, that are tender towards 
God : But ſuch whoſe Conſcience will ſerve ts run to ſuch un- 
godly Meetings before mentioned, they have Liberty enough, 
and are upheld and incoursged, and may have DRUMS and 
TRUMPETS to pather ſuch Meetings in the open Streets ; 
and if one cometh in the Name of the Lord to reprove ſuch do- 
ings he is in danger of his Life, and may be to be, ſent to Priſon, 
and called a Rebel, a Heretick, and ſuch like ; and Wickedneſs 
is now grownto ſuch a hight, that naſty Songs and Ballads may 
be heard in your Streets, and hung upon the Gates of your Ci- 
ties, to be ſold, ro corrupt Youth ; but Meeting-Houſes for the 
Worſhip of God are pulled down,and defaced,and drunken Soul- 
diers carry away of the Timber to ſell, that they may feed their 
lufts ; but many Play-Heuſes are built and repaired,and ſets the 
Kings Arms upon ſuch, and to theſe one may repair,and not fear- 
being Fined, and there both Knaves and Fools may ſtand up, and 
Lye, and Swear, and uſe all the Tricks Hell can afford, and; 
teach People Vanity , but I hear of no Fines that are levied vp- 
on theſe kind of Teachers or Houſes, though theſe are the Sedi- 
rious Meetings, that draw People from the Grace of God, the 
Anointing within, which would teach People to live Soberly ;.. 
and ſuch Meetings as theſe are a terror and trouble ro the Kings 
good SubjeRts, and a diſturbance to the Peace of them that love 
Righteouſneſs, and are SubjeRts to Chriſt's Kingdom, And' 
therefore, before you go about to meddle with tender Conſci.
